SPECIAL SCHOOL TAX 
REFERENDUM SOUGHT 


At Meeting, Legislators 
Differ in Views on Ten- 
tative Boost—Much De- 
bate on Motions. 


Atlanta’s mayor and council and 
the board of education joined Thurs- 
day in a petition to the Fulton and 
DeKalb county delegations in the 
general assembly to work for a Dill 
to increase the city’s ad valorem tax 
rate to $1.50, effective this year, and 
to support a measure that would 
submit to a referendum of the peo- 
ple the question of levying a per- 
manent special school tax of 75 
cents on the $100 next year. 

Legislators of the two counties 
were present at the meeting. They 
divided, and if their opinions are 
still unchanged when the bills are 
introduced the latter will encounter 
rough -auing. 

Representative Ernest G. Bentley, 
of Tulton, at first favorable to a 
tax of $1.50, with 331-3 cents ap- 
portioned exclusively to schools, 
left the meeting, declaring that he 
would. oppose any increase at all. 
Representative Carl Guess, of De- 
Kalb, put the conference on notice 
that he is in favor of a referendum 
vote to decide the levy of even $1.50. 
His colleague, Representative Ralph 
MeClelland, did not definitely com- 
mit himself, but left the impression 
that he was favorable to both re- 
quests. Virlyn B. Moore, Fulton 
legislator, showed his sympathy 
with the plan, while Murphy M. 
Holioway, the third member, asked 
numerous questions, which indicat- 
ed that he was unconvinced, if not 
skeptical. 

Local Bill Chances Small. 

A local bill introduced in the leg- 
islature without’ the unanimous 
agreement of the Yocal delegations 
would have small chance of pas- 
sage, it is said. On the other hand, 
if the Fulton and DeKalb delega- 
tions should get together and con- 
sent to support the city’s request, 
.t is expected the measures would 
pass without. difficulty. 

Half a dozen motions were pre- 
sented, each one debated at length, 
before one was finally adopted. 
Councilman J. R. Nutting and May- 
or Key were authors of separate 
motions finally adopted. Council- 


man Nutting moved that the gen- 


eral assembly be asked to raise the 
tax rate to $1.50, and on January l, 
1922, that 50 cents of this amount 
be apportioned to schools exclusive- 
ly, and the state school fund and 
non-resident tuition fees in addi- 
tion. The mayor suggested a spe- 
cial school tax of 75 cents, to be 
determined by a vote of the people, 
and Mr. Nutting withdrew his 50- 
cent clause. Mr. Nutting’s plan 
was seconded by Alderman O. H. 
Williamson, of the ninth ward. 
On’a tax rate of $1.50 Mayor Key 
said the schools can operate with- 
out the fear of closing before the 


end of the term this winter. If the 
legislature approves it is the inten-

FINES THREATENED 
IN INSURANCE TAX 


Delinquency Places Cor- 
porations ‘in Danger of 
$500 Assessments, As- 
serts Wright. 


With the total of insurance taxes 
collected to date at $100,000, or near- 
ly $500,000 short of the amount paid 
into the treasury in 1920, Comp- 
troller General William A. Wright 
announced Thursday night’ that 
there is a large number of com- 
panies operating in the state in 
danger of being fined $500 for not 
meeting payment. 

At present, there are more than 
three hundred corporations engag- 
ed in selling insurance in Georgia, 
and, according to the law, they are 
required to make paynrent to the 
comptroller general of a special tax 
levied against them on or before 
July 1 each year. 

General Wright has_ collected 
taxes from approximately sixty of 
these companies, the sum amount- 
ing to about $100,000, he stated. 


The total from this special tax 
amounts to about $600,000 annually, 
and whenever a company fails in 
its tax payment, a penalty of $500 
is required to be exacted by the 
comptroller general. 

With the present financial con- 
dition of the state, it is pointed 
out, the funds derived from «the 
insurance tax is» badly needed this 
year. The state’s-interest account, 
which amounts to $110,000, must 
come from these funds, while the 
expenses of the general assembly 

Unless the rate of payment of 
also are met through this tax. 
the taxes is greatly increased dur- 
ing the next few days, there will 
be no funds to advance members 
of the legislature beginning a day 
or so after they have arrived, as 
has been customary.

Announces Application 
Blanks and Regulation 
Forms Are Now Ready. 


REGULATION DETAILS 
GIVEN FOR FIRST TIME 


Offices to Be Filled Are 


Third Class Postmas- 
terships.

Raleigh Hotel, 
Washington, June 16.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.)—The United 
States civil service commission is 
Preparing to announce at once a 
series of examinations in Georgia 
for first, second and third-class post- 
offices, under President Harding's 
recent order. It today notified Geor- 
gia congressmen that the new ap- 
plication blanks for the use of those 
seeking postmaster appointments, 
the employment of which is impera- 


tive, are ready, as are also copies| 


of the new regulations governing 
the examinations as called for by 
the president in his own modifica- 
tion of the old Wilson order relat- 
ing to presidential offices. 

In the new regulations, which 
have not before been in the public 
prints, there are many rather start- 
ling innovations from the rules cov- 
ering former civil service examina- 
tions. For instance, the applicants 
for first and sec6nd-class 
masters are not required to assemble 
at any. place for examinations, but 
will be rated on education and train- 
ing at the relative weight of 20 
and on business experience and fit- 
ness at the relative weight of 80, 
the qualifications to be rigidly de- 
termined by private or individual] 
examinations, 

There are more third-class post- 
masterships to be filled in Georgia 
than the other two higher classes 
combined, hence the regulations 
concerning their proven qualifica- 
tions are more comprehensive. 

General Qualifications. 

For all presidential postmasters 
the general qualifications are that 
a candidate must be a citizen of the 
United States; must actually reside 
within the delivery of the office for 
which the application is made: must 
have so resided for at least two 
years next preceding the date the 
vacancy occurred; must be in zood 
physical condition, and must meet 
the age requirement hereinafter 
specified. 

In examinations in which the can- 
didates are assembled in an examin- 
ation room for a written examina- 
tion (as for third-class offices only) 
candidates must submit to the ex- 
aminer on the day of the examina- 
tion their photographs, taken with- 
in two years, securely pasted in 
the space provided on the admis- 
Sion cards sent them after their 
applications are filed. : 

In examinations in which the can- 
didates are not assembled for a 
written examination the photo- 
graphs must be forwarded with the 
applications. Group photographs, 
proofs, or indistinct prints will not 
be accepted. 

How to Obtain Form. 

Persons who meet the _ require- 
ments and desire examination may 
Obtain the necessary application 
form from the office where the yva- 
cancy exists or from the United 
States civil service commission, 
Washington, after the examination 
has been announced. Applications 
must be properly executed and filed 
with the commission in Washington 
in time to arrange for the examina- 
tion. 

The date of any vacancy as re- 
ferred to in any of the regulations 
Shall be the date of the death, res- 
ignation, removal, or the date of 


jthe expiration of the term, of the 


last postmaster. 

‘Candidates for offices having an- 
nual compensation from $1,000 to 
$2,200, inclusive,’ will be assembled 
for a written examination and will 
be examined in the following sub- 
jects, which will have the relative 
weights indicated: 

Examination Subjects, 

1. Business training, experience 
and fitness, 50; (2) accounts and’ 
arithmetic this test includes a simple 
statement of a postmaster’s month- 
ly money-order account in a prepar- 
ed form, furnished the candidate in 
the examination and a few prob- 
lems comprising addition, subtrac- 
tion, multiplication, division, per- 
centage and their business applica- 
tions), 30; (3) penmanship (a test 
of ability to write legibly, rated on 
the specimen shown in the subject 
of letter writing), 10: (4) letter 


writing (this subject is intended to 
test the candidate’s ability to ex-

SOCIALIZATION PLAN 
OF INDUSTRY SCORED 


International Federation 
| Not True Exponent of 
European Workers, Says 
Gompers. 


Federation of Labor Thursday night 
reaffirmed its opposition to the an- 
nounced principals of the interna- 
tional federation of trades unions. 
The executive council of the federa- 
tion, in a letter to J. F. Oudegeest, 
secretary of the international] or- 
ganization, denounced the stand 
taken by the organization for 
socialization of industry, general 
strike and use of force to accept 
the proposals of the united interna- 
tional working classes. 

The fetter expressed the hope for 
a united labor movement “on the 
basis that accords with the philoso- 
Phy of democracy, and human free- 
dom with autonomy and freedom for 
all.’’ 

The letter was a bitter arraign- 
ment of the work of the interna- 
tional federation of unions. It fore- 
cast the doom of a resolution pend- 
ing before the convention which 
would instruct the officers of the 
American federation to re-establish 
relations with the international or- 
ganization. The resolution is be- 
fore the committee on international 
affairs of which Samuel Gompers 
is chairman, 

Gompers Heads Council, 

As Gompers is also head of the ex- 
ecutive council, it was considered 
doubtful if the resolution would re- 
ceive much support. 

The American federation. sent 
delegates to the international trades 
unions meeting several weeks ago, 
but during the war, on recommenda- 
tions of Gompers, eancelled all af- 
filiations with the organizations. 

The letter bitterly condemned the 
order of the international union that 
union workers of all countries re- 
fuse to manufacture munitions of 
war, as playing into the hands of 
the bolshevists, it said. 

“The manner, method and time of 
your proclamation could have had 
no other purpose than to assist the 
autocratic tyrannical usurpers of 
Russia in their plan to undermine 
and destroy the democracies of the 
world and make these democracies 
helpless against soviet propaganda 
with its military aggression and 
compulsory labor.” 

The letter declared the interna- 
tional union made the demand only 
at a time when it would have been 
of service to the autocratic powers, 
and if it would have been acted 
upon, the democracies of the world 
would have suffered disastrous con- 
sequences. 

The council] declared that before 
the American federation would ap- 
prove of any international organiz- 
ations, the various units of the or- 
ganization must have complete au- 
tonomy. 

Accuses International. 

The letter accused the interna- 
tional organization with trying to 
disguise ‘“‘socialization as mere gov- 
ernment ownership.” 

In addition to the denunciation 
of the international union, the con- 
vention Thursday made considera- 
ble progress with the work of fight- 
ing wage cuts, meeting the prob- 
lem of unemployment and strength- 
ening its organization in the face 
of attacks from open shop forces. 

Provision was made for the ap- 
pointment of a committee of five 
to investigate the possibility of 
finding employment for the mil- 
lions of men out of work. By ap- 
propriation of the federal and state 
governments of sufficient funds to 
provide for public improvements on 
roads and buildings to enploy the 
idle. The committee on shorter 
work day had under consideration 
a proposal to limit the work day 
to six hours and eliminate overtime 
in order to furnish more work for 
more men. 

Strengthening of the labor organ- 
izations in New England, in the 
lumber districts of the northwest 
and in the textile mills of the south 
to prevent further wage cuts and 
to fight for shorter hours was vro- 


vided in resolutions approved by 
the convention. 

An effort of the colored delega- 
tion to present a resolution con- 
demning the acfivities of the Ku 
Ku Klux Klan in the south urging 
the federa] and state governments 
to take steps to crush the organiza- 
tion was ncdt allowed to be pre- 
sented.

Hamilton Holt Warns 
That Congress and Coun- 
try Will Demand Some 
Form of League. 


New York, June 16.—Hamilton 
Holt, magazine editor who headed 
the delegation of pro-league repub- 
licans that called on former Presi- 
dent Wilson during the last presi- 
dential campaign, today made’ pub- 
lic a letter he had written President 
Harding, asking him to explain to 
the American people the terms of 
the Harding association proposed to 
supplant the Wilson league of na- 
tions. 

“If you delay much further, peo- 
ple everywhere will inevitably con- 
clude that you have mo concrete 


i plan at all or else that you propose 


to put party harmony above world 
welfare,” decjared Mr. Holt. “In 
that event there will be nothing 
left for those who want America 
to play her rightful part in stabiliz- 
ing the world, but to organize the 
country so as to capture congress 
for the league in 1922 and the presi- 
dency in 1924.” 

This, Mr. Holt asserted, could be 
done. He declared that the league 
of nations and bolshevism were the 
only great ideas that had come 
out of the war as world panaceas, 
and he asked the president whether 
he could guarantee that the world 
would not turn to bolshevism if it 
came generally to be believed that 
he had no plan at all for a substi- 
tute for the league. 

The text of his 
Part: 


letter says in 
Would Like to Know. 

“As president, you have unequivo- 
cally repudiated the existing league 
of nations, whose area comprises 
considerably more than half the 
earth and whose population num- 
bers three-quarters of the human 
race. You even permitted without 
rebuke your ambassador at the 
court of St. James to say that you 
will have nothing to do with any 
‘commission or committee appointed 
by the league or responsible to it 
directly or .indirectly, openly or 
furtively.’ 

“You have, nevertheless, as presi- 
dential candidate, repeatedly prom- 
ised during the campaign and as 
president you have reiterated that 
promise, that you will seek to es- 
tablish ‘an association of nations 
based upon the application of jus- 
tice and right, binding us in con- 
ference and co-operation for. the 
prevention of war, and pointing the 
way to a higher civilization and 
internatienal fraternity in which 
all the world might share.’

He said 
that the letter of the teachers 
might not be considered before the 
next regular meeting, which is 
Friday, July 8. 

In session Thursday morning ap- 
proximately 150 members of the 
association voted unanimously to 
adopt a communication to the board 
protesting against the summary dis- 
missal of Miss Riordan, declaring 
that “we would hold that a teacher 
should be dismissed only for cause, 
and that any teacher charged with 
incOmpetency or misconduct should 
be confronted by his or her accusers 
and given a fair opportunity to de- 
fend his or her qualifications or 
conduct, as the case may be. * 

“On last Friday Miss Julia Rior- 
dan, principal of the Davis Street 
school, was deprived of her posi- 
tion by your body acting in your of: 


fical capacity in the election of 
teachers. The action was taken in 


executive session. No charges had 
been made against Miss Riordan as 
far as she or her fellow teachers 
are informed.

Charles Henry Mackintosh, of 
Chicago, was elected president of 
the Associated Advertising Clubs of 
the World at the final session of the 
seventeenth annual convention of 
that organization hére Thursday 
afternoon. The victory of Mr. 
Mackintosh came after a heated 
contest with George W. Hopkins, 
of New Yuk, and the final vote of 
the delegates stood 126 to 698. ’ 

By a change in the constitution, 
two vice-presidents were added to 
the executive committee of the as- 
sociation, the vice-presidents elect- 
ed, with the districts they represent, 
being as follows:

Tondon, Eng.; district 13, William

Two other new members of the 
executive committee will be Miss 
Jessamine G. Hoagland, of Chicago,

Gentlemen: The Atlanta Public School 
Tencherg association is the professional 
organigzafion of the teachers who are work- 
ing in the city schools.

Intimate With 
Guide, MaidSa ys 


Attempts Made to Prove! 
Misconduct on Part of 
Banker’s Wife. 


Poughkeepsie, N. Y., June 66.— 
Attempts to prove misconduct by 
Mrs. Anne U. Stillman in her rela- 
tions with her servant and part In- 
dian guide, Fred Beauvais, were 
made todgy in the divorce case in- 
stituted by James A, Stillman, New 
York banker. 

Irene Kelly, a parlor maid, fre- 
quently. saw Beauvais, at the Po- 
cantico Hills estate, standing be- 
side Mrs. Stillman’s bed, playing 
the phonograph and reading to the 
banker’s wife, according to a re- 
port of her testimony, 

Mary Kelly, maid, declared Mrs. 
Stillman sometimes used to wear a 
plain band ring with the initials 
“FF. B.” engraved on the. inside, it 
was said. Asked whether she had 
ever noticed her mistress with a 
wedding ring on her finger, the 
maid replied that Mrs. Stillman’s 
wedding ring always had reposed 
in a jewel box on her bureau. 

During her testimony it was said 
she told of having geen Beauvais’ 
handwriting not only on . letters, 
but within the moccasins worn by 
Guy Stillman, the infant son who 
Mr. Stillman charges is the son of 
Beauvais. Inscribed within one 
moccasin, it was said, she testified, 
were the words, “I hope Guy will 
always be good to his mother,” and 
in the other, “I hope Guy will some 
day Know his father.” ' 

Nurse Testifies. 

Margaret McDonough, the nurse 
of Alexander Stillman, a young boy 
testified, it was asserted, that on 
one occasion in 1919 Mrs. Stillman, 
Beauvais, Alexander and a Miss 
Fegan, dwelt in the upper story of 
“i “blue cottage,” while Guy and 
his nurse slept below. 

4 Early one morning Miss McDon- 
ough, according to a report of her 
testimony, was passing the bath- 
roomupstairs and saw Mrs. Still- 
man come out of the door in her 
kimono and enter her own 
room, The nurse followed, and no- 
ticed that Mrs. Stillman’s bed ap- 
peared not to have been slept in 
during the night. Then, it was 
said, she testified, that she walked 
down the corridor, looked into the 
adjoining room, which had been 


occupied by Beauvais, and observed 
that the bed had been slept in. 

Irene Kelly, it was ascertained, 
had looked in Mrs. Stillman’s hand- 
bag and had seen two letters which 
she testified, bore the hand writing 
of Beauvais. She read them but 
could not recollect the contents. 

On direct examination she told of 
seeing Beauvais carrying break- 
fast to Mrs. Stillman’s room on sev- 
eral occasions. Cross examination 
was credited with bringrnge out that 
those who partook of these meals 
with Mrs. Stillman on more than one 
morning were James A. Stillman, 
Jr., her oldest son, and H. Phelps 
Clawson, friend of the Stillmans and 
and son of a wealthy Buffalo manu- 
facturer. 

Stillman Not There. 

Mr. Stillman, it was asserted, the 
witness testified, never visited his 
estate before Christmas week in 
1917 and the following March. Yes- 


terday, witnesses said, the banker 
remained in New York through most 
of this period and that Mrs. Still- 
man, to whom Guy was born the 
following November, remained away 
from her husband’s quarters, spend- 
ing her time in Canada, Buffalo and 
upon the esetate mentioned in to- 
day’s proceedings.

ENGLISH EXPOSE 
IRISH SMUGGLERS 


American Inventor of 
Guns for Sinn Fein Try- 
ing to Sell Patents to 
Great Britain.

London, June 16.—Counfronted with 
the worst gun-running campaign in 
fifty years of Irish trouble, Great 
Britain’s secret service and coastal 
patrols and confidential agents of 
the Irish office are co-operating with 
Scotland Yard men both here and 
in America to shut off this source 
of armament. Highly sensational 
developments are expected if the 
rebel agents do not quit trying to 
smuggle arms to the Sinn Kein 
army from America. 

The British inteHigence service 
professes that it has long been 
aware that a certain make of ma- 
chine gun was being purchased by 
American Sinn Feiners. two consign- 
ments of 40 and 14 respectively are 
believed to have reached Ireland. 

Expose System. 

After a consultation officials here 
decided *o expose the system by 
Seizing a shipment in Hoboken, 
which was done Wednesday, instead 
of waiting until it arrived, off the 
Irish coast, the object being to fur- 
nish irrefutable proof of the origin 
of the weapons, ! 

The inventor of the gun, Genera: 
Thompson, formerly of the ordnanc? 
arm of the United States army, is 
now in London and has been here 
for a considerable time negotiating 
—almost successfully—to sell his 
patents to the British government. 
Army gunnery experts made ea- 
haustiive tests of the weapon and 
approved it. Recommendations are 
now before the British treasury for 
the purchase of the patents, but 
they probably will be cancelled, ow- 
ing to the suspicion that persons 
concerned with the manufacture of 
the guns have been dealing with 
American Sinn Feiners. 

Captured Sinn Fein

gave the British authorities their 
first clue to alleged smuggling of 
guns from the United States. Other 
documents disclose that the weapon 
in question had been designated as 
the chief weapon of the: Irish re- 
publican army. Elaborate directions 
as to its operation were sent out, 
accompanied by foot notes signed 
by Richard Mulcahy, chief of staff 
of the Sinn Fein army. 

Pistol Bullets. 

The gun uses a .45 caliber United 
States army pistol shell which is 
said to be the ammunition most 
easily available. The gun itself is 
small and compact and _ ideal for 
guerilla warfare against the police. 
as it can be carried under a man’s 
raincoat. The magazines are so 
small that they can fit into a man’s 
coat pockets. 

British destroyers are constantly 
patrolling the Irish coast to catch 
gun runners and have already cap- 
tured fairly targe consignments of 
various sorts of weapons and am- 
munition which had been packed in 
bags and suitcases and thrown over- 
board attached to improvised mark- 
er buoys which enabled fishermen 
later to pick them up. 

Officials here anticipate that the 
United States congress will make an 
official investigation and perhaps 
cause the discharge of some subordi- 
nate officials of the customs depart- 
ment as a result of disclosures 
which are expected to be made. 

“We are expecting America to 
take care of her end of this matter,” 
said an official of the Trish office. 
“That is why we tipped the situa- 
tion and caused the raid in Hobo- 
ken instead of waiting to seize the 
guns over: here.”

Hospital to Go 
To New Orleans 


That New Orleans will get the 
million-dollar hospital provided for 


by the home mission board of the 
Southern Baptist convention. was 
practically assured Thursday morn- 
ing, when the board appointed a 
committee to go to New Orleans and 
investigate the proposed site. Should 
the decision of the committee be 
favorable it is authorized to sign a 
contract for the purchase of the 
land. It is understood that con- 
struction of the hospital will not 
begin until a year has elapsed after 
the purchase of the site. 

Other matters taken under con- 
sideration at the Thursday session 
were the proposal for the founding 
of the boys’ college.-in the moun- 
tains of Virginia, which previously 
had been brought to the attention 
of the body. and the taking out of 
anew charter by the board. : 

The move for the establishment cf 
the Graham boys’ college failed by 
a narrow margin. but it is thought 
that it will come up for further 
eonsideration. The board was to 
subscribe $200,000 to match a ddna- 
tion of $800.000 by the Baptists of 
Virginia. 

As the present charter of the 
board expires in two years a new 
one will be taken out in the near 
future, and a committee was named 
to attend to the matter. This was 
done. it {Is understood at the fre- 
quest of Southern Raptists that their 
boards adopt new charters or amend 
old ones in order to more properly 
define their relationship to the con- 
vention and xe pear fl 
ershi by the enomination as 
body of all property held by the 
various boards.

ACQUITTAL VERDICT 
IN EDMONDSON CASE 


After deliberating less than fif- 
teen minutes, a jury in Fulton su- 


perior court Thursday. returned a 
verdict of acquittal in the case of 
Rolfe Edmondson, Atlanta newspa- 
perman, who was tried on a charge 
of murder. growing out of the kill- 
ing of Charles E. Bowen on the 
evening of December 31, 1920. The 
verdict was returned Thursday aft- 
ernoon after final arguments in the 
case had been delivered by the at- 
torneys and Judge John D. Humph- 
— had delivered his charge to the 
ury. 

The first argument in the case 
was made by Jesse M. Wood, as- 
Sistant city attorney, who was serv- 
ing as special prosecutor. Attorney 
Ed Hill, for the defense, followed 
Mr. Wood. and after his argument 
a short recess was declared for 
lunch. Reuben R. Arnold then de- 
livered the final argument for the 
defense and Solicitor-General John 
A. Boykin closed for the state. 

The defendant made a statement 
personally to the jury. in which he 
declared he had no intention of 
shooting Bowen, that the killing 
was an accident, that he did not 
even know who Bowen was until 
hours after the shooting and that 
the pistol was discharged ina strug- 
gle between him and Bowen. which 
was caused when Edmondson at- 
tempted to arrest Bowen. 

Mr. Edmondson was serving as a 
citizen policeman at the time of the 
killing and had attempted to ar- 
rest Bowen after a watchman In 
The Journal building. where Ed- 
mondson was emploved. was trying 
to eject Bowen and a companion. 

More than fiftv prominent citizens 
of Atlanta testified on the stand 
that the defendant was a man of 
highe character. Bowen was a son 
of Citv Building Inspector Charles

The address on church advertis- 
ing, delivered before the Methodist 
ministers’ institute at Emory uni- 
versity Thursday. by Hubert H. 
Smith, of New York, director of ad- 
Vertising in the Presbyterian church 
of America, was a decidedly attrac- 
tive feature and served as a stim- 
ulus in the routine work of the in- 
Stitute 

Mir. Smith, who is a layman in the 
Presbyterian denomination and a 


Visitor in Atlanta, to attend the ad- 
Verlising Convention, succeeued in 
arousing the attention vf more than 
@ hunureu Metnodist mitiscis . 
churcn publicity, anu scores of them 
proved (leir aroused interest in giv- 
ing tO Alm their tames and ad- 
uresSes to be enrolled as members 
or the advertising service his of- 
live lturnishes. 

Addressing the ministers, A. 
Smith urgeu that the church ought 
tO auVerti8e anu asserted tnat the 
jocal church is tne Key to the situa- 
tion. He discounted the spectacular 
and sensational in citurcn publicity, 
anu Said the yospel of Christ has 
in it sufficient to draw attendance, 
and declared that church publicity 
should refer to what the church 
Stands for and sv stated that the 
man on the outside can understand. 
He assured the ministers that nforc 
than sufficient money to finance 
church: advertising woul@ be re- 
ceived from the inevitable increase 
in incidenta! offerings. 

Institute to Close. 


The Methodist Ministers’ Insti- 
tute, which has been in session at 
Emory university since last Monday 
night, will come to a close today 
With addresses by Bishop Candler 
and Drs. Chappell and Dankle. 
Bishop Candler will speak at 11 
o'clock this morning on the topic. 
‘“The-Preacher Himself,’’ while Drs. 
Chappell and Dunkle will continue 
their discussions on their respec- 
tive pweneral themes, religious edu- 
cation and the work of tne country 
church. 

The institute committee, repre- 
senting the boards of education and 
migsions of the North Georgia Meth- 
odist conterence, announces that the 
institute will be repeated again 
next year, and that the session for 
1922 will embrace eleven days in- 
stead of five. Already plans are 
in progress for the session of next 
year. in which speakers vf national 
reputation will be brought here to 
discuss subjects of vital import to 
the spiritual kingdom. 

Dr. W. F. Dunkle, of Tampa, Fla., 
whose addresses have been devoted 
to a study of the country church, 
spoke Thursday morning and eve- 
ning with reference to the financial 
and evangelistic phases of his 
theme. He spoke in part as fol- 
lows: 

Living Wage for Ministers. 

“In financing the country, church 
it is to.be remembered that the min- 
ister must be paid a living Wage. 
since he is worthy of his hire, and 
that he should be honored as high- 
ly and rewarded as fully as the ur- 
ban minister Adequate home mis- 
sion policies must be applied to the 
country church, and the fundament- 
al laws of business must be fol- 
lowed. The evangelistic task of the 
country church is to make the>en- 
tire community a segment of the 
kingdom of God on earth. To do 
ization and the church must deal 
with the situation as found, 
with natural groupings, the 
home. the school and social organ- 
An adequate survey of the 
community life is essential, and 
time, as Well as methods of special 
evangelism, must be adapted to the 
needs of the community. Finally, 
a constructive and religious educa- 
tional program must be established 
and persisted in, and made the ve- 
hicle of constructive evangelism. 

In discussing the educational task 
confronting the church, Dr. E. B. 
Chappell, of Nashville, who is edi- 
tor of all Sunday school literature 
of that denomination, asserted that 
some of the unrest of this time Is 
due to the relative neglect of the 
ehurch to childhood and youth, and 
urged that the chief constructive 
work of the church is with life in 
those periods. In magnifying the 
opportunity of the church with 
childhood and youth he stated that 
the total monevs received by the 
Sundav school is less than 1 per 
cent of the total, and that less than 
10 per cent of the total was used 
for religious education, yet the re- 
turns from that meagre investment 
were far ahead of any similar in- 
vestment in any other phase of 
church activity. Asserting that 


childhood will respond to the teach-§ 


ine of anv ideal, he urged the Meth- 
odist ministers to devote themselves 
dilirentlv to the mightv task of cor- 
rectinge the present relative neglect 
child life and give teachings 
with rigmwhteousness.

PACT WITH BOARD 


Washington, June 16.—The Unit- 
ed States shipping board has reit- 
erated its stand in favor of the open 
shop in promulgation of the first 
Wage scale that formally ends the 
seamen’s strike. 

This wage scale, accompanied by 
a definition of working rules, has 
been agreed upon between the ship- 
Ping board and the Marine Engi- 
neers’ association. Announcement 
of the new scale, which is based 
On a 15 per cent wage reduction 
and the abolition of overtime, for- 
mally ends the strike, which has 
been in effect since May 1. 

The agreement applied, however, 
only to shipping board vessels, pri- 
Vate Owners having declined to ap- 
Prove an understanding with the 
unions. .The settlement is not in 
the form of a signed agreement, but 
merely a scale which has been de- 
posited with the department of ja- 

or, and which the engineers in- 
gorsed in a letter to Secretary Da- 


In promulgating the scale. A. D. 
Lasker, chairman of the board, is- 
sued a general order protecting non- 
umon men who worked during the 
strike. These men will be re- 
tained, under the order, creating a 
situation whereby union and non- 
unoin engineers may find them- 
selves working on the same boat. 

The new scale became effective as 
of June 14 and will continue until 
December 31. 

_Another agreement, based on the 
15 per cent cut, has been concluded 
with the radio operators. Negotia- 
tions to be held Friday with repre- 
Sentatives of the seamen. firemen 


and cooks are expected to result 
in similar agreements. 

Shipping board labor disputes in 
the future will be in charge of T. V. 
O’Connor, who was elected vice 
chairman of the board at a meeting 
Thursday. 


In declining to agree with the 
unions on the shipping board scale, 
the private owners, it is learned, 
proposed orgamizing their own as- 
sociations of* employees and deal- 
ing directly” with them. The ship- 
ping board refused to indoree sucn 
a policy. i : 

Under the new scale, vessels are 
divided into five classes, according 
to their tonnage. Chief engineers 
on class A veseels receive $330 a 
month: those on class E boats $260, 
with wages proportiqnately less for 
assistant engineers.

GEORGIA AT THE TOP. 

One of the most significant fea- 
tures of the 1920 decential census, 
S0 far as Georgia is concerned, is 
the high relative rating it gives 
this state in point of live stock 
production. 

It puts Georgia very near the 
top in this respect, taking the 
country as a whole, and at the 
head of the list of south Atlantic 
states—the group composed of 
Delaware, Maryland, Virginia, West 
Virginia, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Florida and District of 
Columbia—as is shown 
analysis, of the census bureau 
statistics which we present in the 
news columns of this issue of The 
Constitution. 

In the number of mules found 
by the census takers, Georgia is 
surpassed by only one other state, 
Texas; and it leads its sister 
states of the south Atlantic group 
in its number of hogs, of dairy 
cattle, of cattle of all classifica- 
tions combined, and of goats. 

Only in its number of horses and 
sheep does Georgia fall below first 
place, and in these two species of 
domestic live stock it ranks far 
down toward the foot of the class. 

So far as our paucity of hors2s 
is concerned, premiership in point 
of mule-power, together with our 
great per capita number of moto: 
vehicles and of farm implements 
driven by internal combustion en- 
gines, more than compensate that 
deficiency. | 

Our scarcity of sheep is deplor- 
able; for sheep, supplying both 
food and raiment, is one of the 
most valuable and utilitarian of 
all species of farm animals. No 
state in the union is better adapted 
to sheep-raising than is Georgia, 
but we cannot hope to compete 
with other states in this field of 
rural industry until we provide the 
would-be Georgia sheep-grower 
with ample legal protection 
against the prohibitive menace of 
the sheep-killing cur dog. 

Taking this live stock census re- 
port as a whole, however, it is 
most gratifying to every citizen in- 
terested in Georgia’s rural ad- 
vancement — advancement which 
comes with a policy of crop diver- 
sification and an ever-increasing 
production of food animals. 

If the boll weevil is responsible 
for this, then thank Providence 
for the boll weevil! 

But whatever is responsible for 
it, let us hope that it will serve 
only to spur the Georgia farmer 
on to still greater efforts in live 
stock production! 
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THE COMET COMES. 
This old earth of ours has en- 
countered comets from far and 
away times, and is so well used 
to them by nuw that they scarce 
cause a ripple of excitement.

HEALTH TALKS | 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


HARD WATER AND SOFT AR- 
TERIES. 

One, of the popular myths is that 
drinking water which is very hard, 
by reason of a high calcium or lime 
content, is a factor of premature 
hardening of the arteries. 

An exceptionally hard drinking 
water contains as much as three 
or four grains of lime in a gallon. 
Few persons drink more than a gal- 
lon of water a day. Everybody who 
takes at least one square meal a 
day takes several times as much 
lime as a gallon of the hardest 
drinkable water would contain, in 
the form of such lime-rich foods as 
milk, cheese, eggs, cabbage, tur- 
nips, prunes, oranges, beans, oat- 
meal, peanuts, almonds, chocolate, 
carrots and other cereals, fruits and 
vegetables. 


Even though it may be true that 
calcium or lime Salts are deposited 
in the wall of the artery in the 


late or advanced stage of arterio- 
Sclerosis Or hardening of the ar- 
teries, that should not be misap- 
prehended. It is rather a secondary 
occurrence and not a primary one. 
If there is any fault in the calcium 
or lime intake of the ordinary 
civilized man it is rather a defici- 
ency of lime in his food and drink. 
In certain instances there may 
be good reason for avoiding the 
drinking of hard water and using 
distilled water or other soft water 
instead, but only when the pa- 
tient’s physician deems it neces- 
sary. AS a general rule, no matter 
how hard the water may be or how 
much lime it may contain, we need 
not worry about any fancied ill ef- 
fects from drinking it freely. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Mouth Wash. 

What would you recommend as a 
simple mouth wash for general 
toilet use in the home? (C. D. 11.) 

ANSWER—A mixture of one 
ounce of lime water with fifteen 
ounces of normal or physiological 
salt solution (level tablespoonful of 
common salt in the pint of boiled, 
preferably distilled or rain water). 

The Management of Club Foot. 

Our baby, now two months old, 
was born with club foot. We have 
had the baby under the family doc- 
tor’s care since birth, but we. are 
anxious to have the child examined 
by a specialist in this particular 
condition. We would thank you to 
kindly advise us regarding any spe- 
cialist or institution in New York 
or " aaat la where we could go. (B. 
S. E.) 


ANSWER—I should be glad to 
suggest a competent orthopedic sur- 
gzeon by mail. You will find that 
your physician will be agreeable 
and perhaps glad to have the coun- 
sel of such a specialist. Since the 
best results are obtained through 
the co-operation of the specialist 
and the family physician, it would 
be well to ask your family physi- 
cian to call in or recommend the 
best orthopedic surgeon. Usually 
some form of rigid mechanical ap- 
pliance is nécessary for the treat- 
ment after the child is two months 
old. 

Sulphur and Cream of Tartar. 

Are sulphur and cream of tartar 
taken as medicine in any way in- 
jurious to a person? (P. L.) 

ANSW ER—Sulphur is a laxative 
but has no effect on the blood. 
Cream of tartar is a diuretic (in- 
creases urine excretion), sometimes 
used when the urine is thick and 
alkaline. As usually taken neither 
medicine is injurious—that is, if not 
continued more than a few weeks. 

Spooning. 

Just what do you mean by “spoon- 
ing?’ I am of the opinion that you 
would have difficulty finding many 
couples that are together often and 
over some period of time, but what 
do more or less osculating and em- 
bracing. What do you think of 
black pepper and vinegar as foods, 
or for use in the diet? (Cordially 
and fraternally, M. J., D. D. S.) 

ANSWER — Osculating and em- 
bracing constitute spooning in the 
first degree. Of course, a formally 
engaged couple will spoon more or 
less if mothef doesn’t place reason- 
able restraints on the young ‘uns, 
but what I was referring to, in the 
discussion of spooning as an evil, 
was the fatal mistake so many un- 
wise girls make of permitting such 
familiarities at the hands of male 
flirts. Black pepper is an irritant 
to the digestive tract and the 
urinary tract, not a food and not 
even a necessary condiment. Vine- 
gar is dilute acetic acid, a poison: 
the craving for sour is better grati- 
fied with lemon juice, which is citric 


lacid, not a poison, but a food.

Both began their present service 
March 4, 1905, and have served con- 
tinuously since that time in the 
59th, 60th, 61st, 62d, 638d, 64th, 65th, 
66th and 67th congresses. 


R. T. S.—It is true that James 
John Davis, the present secretary of 
labor, was not born in America. He 
first saw the light of day in Trede- 
gar, Wales, October 27, 1873, but he 
was an immigrant to this country 
when but 8 years of age along with 
his parents and his five brothers 
and sisters. The family moved to 
Pittsburg, where Mr. Davis has 
lived since.

jI therefore wish ,to direct attention 


to what your Washington corre- 
spondent, Mr. James A. Hollomon, 
wrote in your issue of the 13th, 
quoting certain utterances of the 
Hon. Thomas E. Watson, in his 
paper, The Columbia Sentinel, as 


follows: : 
“Now that I am senator, they (the 
daily papers of Georgia) realize that 
my intention is to give the whole 
state the best service that is in 
me, regardless of former differ- 
ences. This does not mean that I 
could ever forget the splendid con- 
fidence and lovalty of those who 
stood by me on all the dark years 
of the past, but it means that hav- 
ing been made the representative 
of all, I will do my best to repre- 
sent. not a faction—much 168s an 
embittered feud—but the whole peo- 
iple, rich and poor, country and 
town, white and black. 
“Responsibility, a great responsi- 


bility! Coming upon a man past 
the meridian of life, calls him to 
discretion, to thoughtfulness for 
both sides of every great ques- 
tion.” 

A Splendid Utterance. 

Mr. Watson was not ashamed [to 
speak out of his heart and I confese 
myself deeply moved _ by these 
words. The first of the two ut- 
terances above is fine; but the sec- 
ond one is great. 

It is said that on one occasion 
Daniel Webeter was asked what was 
the greatest thought he had ever 
had. After asking who were pres- 
ent and being assurred “only his 
friends,” that man of towering and 
giant intellect, answered, “The 
greatest thought I ever had is my 
personal accountability to God.” 

I feet sure that Mr. Watson, when 
he spoke of the responsibility that 
comes tO a Man past the meridian 
of life, had something of the same 
sort in mind. He seems to have 
stood in the conscious presence of 
his Maker and to have bared his 
soul in the sight of his fellow men. 
Such an exhibition should command 
not only the respect but even the 
reverence of all other men. 

Much as is to be deplored 
habit of reckless speech on the part 
of men running for office, the 80- 
bering sense of responsibility that 
comes with office itsel§ is the saving 
clause, the redeeming feature, one 
might say, of American palitical 
life. But when to this is added the 
suggestion of the sense of responsi- 
bility that comes to one “past the 
meridian of life,” we are on holy 
ground. 

Underrates Opportunities. 

On one point do I take issue, and 
that in no spirit of controversy, with 
our junior senator. I must think 
and beg to say that he vastly un- 
derrates his opportunities of use- 
fulness. He epeaks of the little 
that one man can do “in this vast 
machinery of government.” That 
may be true so far as Mr. Watson's 
membership. in the United States 
senate is concerned; but Mr. Wat-

upper house of a deliberative and 
legislative body which is considered 
by good judges to be the greatest 
on the globe, is also a man of com- 
manding intellect, and as the edi- 
tor of a magazine that wields a pow- 
erful influence and as a public

And Use of Farm Animals

Washington, June 16.-—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—That Geor- 
gia is not only one of the leading 
agricultural states in the union, but 
that it heads the Hst of the south 
Atlantic states in the raising and 
use of domestic farm animals, is in- 
dicated graphically by the figures 
just issued by the bureau of the 
census of the department of com- 
merce. 

States included in the south At- 
lantic district by the department of 
commerce are Delaware, Maryland, 
Virginia, West Virginia, North Caro- 
lina, South Carolina, Georgia, Flor- 
ida and the District of Columbia. 
Included in the census taken €or 
1920 by the bureau of census are 
horses. mules, swine, goats, sheep, 
dairy cows and all cattle combined. 

In these classifications Georgia 


twice the number of 
that Georgia boasts. 
third and Tennessee fourth. 


the 


census, was 5,450,623, 
April 15, 1910, was 4,209,769, or an 
increase of nearly 30 per cent. Geor- 
gia kept well ahead of the percent- 
age of the rate of increase by run- 
ning up the number of mules at 
work on Georgia farms in 1910 from 
295,348 to 406,724. 

The number of swine on farms in 
this country in’ 1920 was 59,368,168, 
as contrasted to 58,185,676 in 1910, 
which shows a very small percent- 
age of increase. It will be noted, 
however, that the state of Georgia 
maintained a fair percentage of in- 
crease by glancing at the tables be- 
low. ~ 

During the ten years the United 


leads in number af mules, swine, 
goats and dairy cattle and all cat- 
tle combined. In the number of 
horses and sheep on farms Georgia 
ranks way down the list. 

A separate table is furnished by 


the department for domestic animals 
not on farms, but in village barns, 
in city stables, in stock yards and 
elsewhere not on farms. In this 
table also Georgia leadg her sister 
States in number of mules, all cat- 
tle, dairy cows, goats and swine. 
Ranks Second in Mules. 

In the number of mules on farms 
Georgia ranks second of all the 
states in the union, being surpassed 


States showed a gain in cattle from 
61,803,866 to 66,810,836, while Geor- 
gia was keeping pace. In the num- 
ber of goats on farms 3,426,506 goats 
in 1920 are contrasted with 2,915,125 
in 1910. Georgia here also main- 
tained better than the general av- 
erage of increase.

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GORDON SUGGESTED 
AS CITY PARK SITE 


Suggestion of a new plan to be 
used in arguments for retention of 
Camp Gordan was made in a letter 
Thursday to Lee Ashcraft, president 
of the Chamber of Commerce, from 
H. C. Bagley, of Bagley and Wil- 
let, insurance firm. The camp site, 
it was suggested. could be beauti- 
fied by lakes and flowers and made 


an ideal park, in addition to offer- 
ing a suitable place for the pro- 
posed 1925 world fair. 

Mr. Bagley said the idea originated 
with a prominent citizen, whose 
name was withheld. It was pointed 
out that the site would offer ex- 
cellent facilities for a municipal 
golf course and it was thought the 
government would consider the sale 
of the 3,000-acre tract at a nominal 
figure. Owing to the fact that the 
camp is easily accessible by trolley. 
the property, it is declared, is more 
suitable than many other parks 
converted from bare tracts by larger 
cities at an enormous expense. 

It was requested that the feasi- 
bility of the plan_be considered by 
the Chamber of Commerce, and in 
case the project sounded practica- 
ble, that a committee be appointed 
to arrange a tangible plan of opera- 
tion in launching a campaign to 
this end.

MUNICIPAL LEAGUE. 
MEETS HERE IN JULY 


The Municipal League of Georgia 
Thursday announced its fourth an- 
nual convention to be held in At- 
lanta, June 28, at the Ansley hotel, 
at which time R. T. Jeffery, of To- 
ronto, will be principal speaker. Mr. 
Jeffery is one of the chief officers 
of the hydro-electric commission in 
that province, and-this will be his 
second visit to Georgia to explain 
his system to Georgian mayors. 

Two years ago he recounted the 
story of the commission and its 
work. This time he will tell of ad- 
vancement of the work since he was 
here last time. The province. has 
acquired during the last two years 
the last of the big companies op- 
erating there and by the latter part 
of this year Will have completed the 
great canal project, whereby the de- 
veloped power in that province will 
equal a million-horse power. 

The convention will probably take 
up quite a number of questions at 
its convention this year. Uniform 
charter for towns, uniform account- 
ing. welfare work. city hygiene, city 
planning, electric, gas, water 
and telephone rates and perhaps 
other questions which its memberg 
want considered. The league has 
about 120 towns and cities in its 
membership and requests from all 
over the state have come to put 
certain questions on the calendar. 

At no previous meeting have there

Dr. Chappell argued that the spirit 
of interuependence is now more 
manifest, among nations as weil as 
individuals, and declared that na- 
tions must rise or sink together. in 
in America, he said, the situation 
is intensified by our war inberi- 
tance, wherein Millions of bolshe- 
vists have sprung up in our midst 
with a distinct lowering of our 
moral life, especially among the 
young people. 

Dr. Chappell declared himself to 
be optimistic as to the future, for 
he believed the church of God to be 
awake to the situation and willing 
to undertake the solution of the 
complex problems in a co-operative 
Spirit of mutual understanding. He 
declared his belief that ail the difri- 
culties now facing the church can 
be overcome by the renewing of the 
Spiritual ideals and life of the 
church. 

In his lecture on the problem of 
the country church, Dr. Dunkle as- 
serted his conviction that the coun- 
try had never awakened to the tact 
that there is a country problem, as 
well as one of the rural church. He 
Stated the country problem to be 
one in which it is found necessary 
to keep on the farms a sufficient 
number of people to produce enough 
food for ourselves and to help feed 
the world. He thought the drift to 
the cities an alarming situation, and 
onethathas much to do with the 
costs of living today. To develop 
those on the farms intellectually, 
socially and economically, to be 
representative American citizens, he 
asserted, is the big country problem 
at this time. 

The community church problem, 
he stated, is to so spiritualize tne 
whole community as to make it a 
segment of the kingdom of God On 
earth. To achieve this, he argued 
that the church must seek out the 
men for this task, through the prin- 
eple of the selective draft, train 
such men and place them in the ru- 
ral sections and let them fremain 
there permanently. :

BILL DEFEATED 


Washington, June 16.—Another 
ttempt on the part of the senate 
agriculture committee to substitute 
its packer control bill for the meas- 
ure passed by the house is expected 
Friday. 

A committee amendment which 
would have accomplished this was 
defeated in the senate late Thurs- 
day by a vote of 34 to 37. This 
eliminated the senate measure in 
the “committee of the whole,” but 
another vote may be had by the 
Senate in regular session. 

Advocates of the senate bill con- 
tended the measure of the lower 
chamber would not accomplish real 
regulation of the packing industry. 
The senate bill would put the regu- 
lation under direction. of a commis- 
Bioner, named by the president and 
confirmed by the senate, but work- 
ing under the secretary of agricul- 
ture, whereas the house bill would 
simply put the regulation in arge 
of the secretary. Senator Norris, 
chairman of the committee on ag- 
riculture, and other proponents of 
the senate bill, expressed doubt 
that it would prevail. 

A final vote is sxpeates Friday with 
the certainty that some sort of a 
measure will be adopted, the sen- 
ate was to have voted Thursday, 
but out of respect to the memory 
of ~Representative Mason. of Illi- 
nois, who died Thursday, adjourned 
without completing action. 

Senator Kenyon, of Iowa, in a 
speech on the bill, charged that “big 
business” has seized on the republi- 
can pledge of “less government in 
business and more business in gov- 
ernment” as an excuse for trying 
to contro! the United States govern- 
ment. 

Kenyon asserted that the big tn- 
terests, lumber, steejgand coal, are 
trying ‘to destroy thé federal trade 
commission as one part of their 
program, and that they are seexing 
to extend.their control through the 
tariff bill which is now being drawn. 
Kenyon warned “reactionary repub- 
lican leaders” in the senate against 
destruction of the commission. 


ALLEGED BUNCO MAN 
TAKEN TO BIRMINGHAM 


Unable to raise the $10,000 bond 
affixed by Commissioner W. Colquitt 
Carter for his alleged connection 
in the famous Atlanta “bunco” ring. 
George Lloyd, twice indicted by 
State courts, charging participation 
in “bunco” games, has been taken 
to Alabama, to be turned over to 
federal authorities to answer a 
charge of using the mails to de- 
fraud. 

Postal Inspector Graham said suf- 
ficient evidence has been secured 
against Lloyd to insufe his convic- 
tion. The prisoner was taken to 
Birmingham in custody of federal 
officers to await trial.

known that “you needn't look to us 
for support next year if you vote 
for that iniquitous measure.”

They’re on hand every day in the 
world with an abiding faith that 
their congressman hasn’t a thing in 
the world to do but show them the 
workings of congress, point out the 
celebrities, kiss the children and 
listen to their complaints. And the 
truth of the matter is that whether 
or not that’s what a representative 
is in congress for, many a day is 
completely occupied with showing 
the “folks” the congressional ma- 
chinery and explaining to them 
“how it runs.”

UUTTON EXPORTS 
INGREASE IN MAY 


Washington, June 16.—Exports of 
&Tain and flour fell off heavily dur- 
ing May as compared with the same 
month last year, while cotton ex- 
ports rose sharply, according to 
trade figures issued tonight by the 
commerce department. 

Grain and flour exported during 
May aggregated $63,000,000 against 
one hundred million dollars in May 
a year ago, while for the eleven 
months ended with May the total 
was one billion dollars compared 
with seven hundred and twenty mil- 
lion dollars for the corresponding 
period of 1920. 

Cotton exports for the month 
amounted to 477,000 bales, valued at 
thirty million dollafs as against 
364.000 bales worth seventy-seven 
million dollars. For t@e eleven 
months period the total was five 
million bales worth five hundred and 
seventy million dollars as cOmpared 
with seven million bales, valued at 
one billion dollars during the eleven 
months ended- May, 1920. 

Cotton seed oil exports for May 
were valued at one million dollars, 
or one-half the figure for the same 
month last year. Meat and dairy 
products exported during the month 
amounted to twenty-two million 
dollars as against fifty-one million 
dollars in the last year. Exports

Navy Money Bill 
Is Back in House 


After Deadlock 


Wasifington, June 16.—Confer- 
ences petween the senate and house 
on the naval appropriation ‘bills 
ended today in a deadlock and the 
$494,000,000 bill with the Borah dis- 
armament conference amendment 
was taken baek to the house for 
action. 

The conferees agreed to await 
such action by the house. 

Representative Kelley, republican, 
Michigan, chairman of the house 
managers, said there was_.no use to 
hold further conferences and his an- 
nouncement ended the conferences, 
which have continued for several 
days. 

The Borah disarmament rider was 
not reached by the conferees. 

The immediate disputes which 
broke up the conference being over 
senate amendments providing for 
a personnel of 120,000 men in the 
navy, an increase of 20,000 over the 
house provisions and entailing ap- 
propriation increases of around 
$40,000,000. The house confereés al- 
so took back to the house numerous 
senate amendments for Pacific coast 
naval base projects. 

The deadlock followed a similar 
situation yesterday over the army 
appropriation bill. This leaves both 
military appropriation bills with 
funds needed by July 1, again be- 
fore the house.

Southern cotton interests are vitally in- 
terested in the outcome of the miners’ strike 
vote and are hopeful of an early ending of 
the lockout, as the cotton market is g reat- 
ly depressed because of the continuance 
of the strike, it having virtually paralyzed 
Lritish trade. 

According to reports, only two of the min- 
ing districts have made returns as to the 
vote and while these two districts are said to 
have voted overwhelmingly to reject the 
proposais, other districts have yet to be 
heard from. Final results of the _ total 
vote are expected to be known tomorrow. 

It would be unfortunate for the south 
if the British coal strike, in effect since 
April 1, should continue much longer. La- 
bor unions are doing much to injure Brit- 
ish trade, and how England can expect 
to hold, or rather recover her foreign 
trade under existing conditions is a mys- 
tery. The extent to which Lancashire’s 
trade has been affected unfavorably by the 
depression in English trade is noted in 
the fact that receipts of American cotton 
at Liverpool since -August 1 total only 1,- 
475,000 bales versus 3,180,000 for corre- 
sponding period last season. 

However, the fact that so little raw cot- 
ton has been spun abroad this season, will 
cnly accentuate the demand for raw cot- 
ton and cotton goods eventually. . If, by 
ehance, final returns favor an end of the 
strike, market would = probably advance 
sharply, but if coal strike is to continue, 
values may be depressed further. 

Meanwhile advices indicate that English 
textile workers have virtually settled their 
strike, action to be ratified tomorrow, 

In event of the British coal strike being 
settled this week, Manchester anticipates 
a quick Yevival in the textile trade, claim- 
ing to be in possession of large orders, 
especially from India, fulfillment of which 
is expected to begin with the séttlement 


of the coal crisis.
